EMBRY NOW HAS CLEAR 
TRACK TO ATTORNEYSHIP 


Muskogee, I. T., April 3 ,-W m . 
O. Beall, acting commissioner to 
the live civilized tribes, has re­ 
turned from Cincinnati, where he 
went for conference with Tams 
Bixby relative to affairs in Indian 
T erritory and legislation pending 
for the settlement of Indian af­ 
fairs. 
He 
returned 
confident 
that the Curtis bill providing re­ 
lief legislation 
for the Indian 
territory has been killed by the 
attack made on the conference 
report by Senator LaFollette and 
others in the senate. 
It is evi­ 
d e n t that both he and Commis­ 
sioner Bixby believe that when 
the bill is returned to the confer­ 
ence committee it will never be 
heard from again. The light over 
the disposition of the coal lands 
has brought about this condition 
of affairs. 
It is stated here by j 
persons who ought to know that 
this fight has been hatched up by 
a 
coterie of lawyers 
around 
Washington who want all legisla­ 
tion effecting Indian Territory 
killed. 
They are just now reap­ 
ing a rich harvest in fees from 
citizenship ca^es which arise in 
Indian territory and they want 
this to continue as long as pos­ 
sible. The Curtis bill immediate 


ly puts an end to citizenship m at­ 
ters.

ident withdrew his appointment 
pending the investigation.

TNE TERRITORY ARE IDU 


WIER WEST SHOW LIFE 


Lawton, Ok , April 3.—Old G er­ 
onimo, the Apache warrior and 
scout, today made a contract with 
Oscar J. Krause of Canton, Ohio. 
to join Major Gordon W. Lillie, or 
better known as Pawnee Bill s 
Wild W est show, and become a 
m em ber of that organization d ur­ 
ing the coming season. 
The per­ 
mission Vi enter into the contract 
was obtained from the War De­ 
partment through the influence of 
Gen. Frank Baldwin, command­ 
ing the Southwest military divi­ 
sion; Major Taylor, commanding 
Fort SBK and Lieut Parington, 


quarterm aster at Fort Sill. 
The 
salary is a most luxurious one. 
Geronimo is a prisoner of war 
at F ort Sill military reservation, 
a td Krause received the permis­ 
sion from the W ar Department 
a few days ago, and came to Law­ 
to n immediately. 
Geronimo, 
learning that Krause was here, 
rode into Lawton in his gaudiest 
costume, painted in the brightest 
of colors, and drew up the con 
tract. 
Geronimo will depart for 
Canton, April 15, accompanied by 
hie wife, his daughter, his niece 
I and an Apache interpreter. 


South McAlester, I. T., April 
3.—Most of the care-free, irre­ 
sponsible miners have gone. 
As 
a m atter of fact, many of the 
mines have been hampered for 
weeks by the defections of un­ 
married men, who voted in the 
local unions not to return to work 
under the present contract and 
then 
deserted to the Colorado 
mines when it became evident 
there would be a strike. 
“If the shutdown lasts two 
months,” said a prominent opera­ 
tor today, 
“two-thirds of the 
miners in Indian territory will 
be gone.” 
Yesterday was a holiday among 
the miners and they gathered in 
large crowds at the Iron Bridge 
Park. No demonstration of any 


kind expected; in fact, the miners 
have all been warned from head­ 
quarters, 
through 
their 
local 
unions, to commit no acts of vio­ 
lence. 
The Ozark Coal and Railway 
Company of Panama, I. T., which 
has the only non-union mine in 
the territory, will, it is thought, 
be able to continue in operation 
without interference. 
It has a 
daily output of about IOO tons. 
With this exception, besides the 
small amount of coal being pro­ 
duced at the various strip pits, 
there is absolutely not a ton be­ 
ing produced. 
The McAlester 
Fuel Company, which handles 
under ordinary 
circumstances 
about 1,500 tons per day, has not 
a pound for sale.

t e n s i b l e e x p e r i e n c e . 
HEN an individual becomes 
a member of the leper col­ 
ony of Molokai, in the Pa­ 
cific Ocean, he is lost to 
tile world; there is no cure, 
no return, except in the 
rare case of an escape, an almost im­ 
possible performance. 
It has, nevertheless, happened and 
that '•'ithilt the past three months. 
-the facts reveal tragedy and pathos 
transcending fiction, and would scarce­ 
ly he believed if it were not vouched 
for by the best authority. For reasons 
that will readily be appreciated, it is 
undesirable to mention the name of the 
gentleman w'ho through his brother’s 
help has just succeeded in returning 
to freedom, if not happiness. 
He is a ^Canadian, and was married 
In January, 1800. A month later, while 
still on 
the 
honeymoon, the young 
couple visited Honolulu. 
After a few 
days* enjoyment of the life and sights 
of the capital of the Sandwich Islands, 
the husband, at that time a man of 
twenty-five years of age, failed to re­ 
turn to the hotel for dinner. The ans 
ions wife waited and waited, and final­ 
ly called in the assistance of the Ha­ 
waiian police, but he had disappeared 
as completely as though the earth 
had opened and engulfed him. 
The young woman cabled to her rela­ 
tives in British Columbia, and her 
father proceeded to 
her 
assistance. 
Father and 
daughter 
remained two 
months in Honolulu, and then, as there 
were still no tidings of the missing 
man. they returned home. 
His parents were wealthy, and en­ 
gaged the services of a well known 
American detective agency, urging that 
no expense should be spared to get at 
the facts of the disappearance. A com­ 
petent man was sent to Honolulu, and 
after six weeks’ patient investigation 
he discovered what had happened. 
It seems that shortly after lunch on 
the day he disappeared he told his 
wife that he was going to the bank to 
draw some money, and then ho would 
go to the club for an hour or so and I 
return in time to take her for a drive 
before dinner. Immediately after leav­ 
ing the bank, where hp had drawn 
$500, lie was arrested by four men, and. 
after being placed in a carriage, w*as 
driven to the house of a native official 
doctor. 
Here, after the most cursory 
examination, be was declared to have 
leprosy, and W'hen the necessary papers 
bad been signed he w*as drugged. 
It is easier to imagine than to de- 
sciibe what his feelings were when 
be aw*oke to consciousness and found 
himself lying in the hold of a little 
vessel bouifd -lie knew not whither. 
Although the island is less than forty 
miles from Honolulu, morning had 
dawned before Molokai was reached. 
On arrival he was left to take his place 
in the company of over a thousand 
lepers. 
It was in vain that he pro­ 
tested. demanded his instant release, 
and refused to believe it possible that 
he was a prisoner there for life. 
When the report was made to the 
parents by the detective agency they 
did all in their power to obtain their 
son’s release, but in vain. Years went 
by. 
The distracted wife died of a 
broken heart. 
Later bis mother died, 
and some months afterward his father 
likewise. 
Fortunately for the lonely sufferer. 
lie possessed a brother a year younger 
than himself, who decided to spare 
neither himself nor his fortune in ef­ 
forts at rescue. 
* It w*as not found difficult to charter a 
vessel that w'ould carry off the man if 
lie could reach it. but the difficulty was 
to enter into any communication with 
the people on the island, so that co­ 
operation 
could 
be had from that 
source. A man was finally found who 
possessed a skin disease that might in 
appearance be mistaken for a form of 
leprosy. 
This man w*as poor, out of 
(Work, and with a family to provide 
.for. 
He agreed for £2000 to be paid 
t i his wife to risk his liberty and life 
He was taken to Honolulu and accused 
being a leper. The doctor who ex­ 
amined him had grave doubts, but the 
man’s statement that his father bad 
• contracted leprosy in a mild form in 
India before his marriage; also, that 
^Cater in life the disease became worse, 
and he died a loathsome object to look 
upon, removed them, and he signed 
the necessary papers, as he could con­ 
ceive no reason why a man should 
voluntarily desire to proceed to Molokai 
as a resident. 
His arrival there brought the first 
ray of hope into the life of the man 
■who for fifteen years and six months 
had borne and endured such as few 
men have had to do in the history of 
the world. The two men were not long 
Iii meeting, and the plot for escape 
^ a s unfolded. 
It was four nights later that a good- 
aised schooner yacht, which had been 
lurking off the island out of sight all 
day, drew gradually closer, and by 10 
©’clock was within IOO yards of a part 
of the shore least likely to be patrolled 
by the guards. No lights w*ere shown, 
but occasionally small pieces of wood 
were thrown overboard coated with 
luminous paint. 
As the current was 
drifting shoreward, they were thrown 
oil the beach in a short space of time. 
Suddenly to the watchers of those on 
board two pieces wene raised in the air 
and held in that position. Immediately 
a boat with muffled oars made for the 
shore ar A took on board the two men 


who were In waiting, having eluded 
the guards In the darkness. 
Two weeks later the yacht arrived at 
Vancouver, and the brothers were re­ 
united. 
Doctors who have examined 
the older say there Is not the slightest 
trace of leprosy about him.

Tbe facts repeal tragedy and pathos 
transcending notion, and would scarce- 
ly lie believed if it were not vouched 
for by the best authority. For reasons 
that will readily be appreciated, it is 
undesirable to mention the name of the 
gentleman who through his brother's 
help has just succeeded in returning 
to freedom, if not happiness. 


He is a Xktnadlan, and was married 


In January, 1800. A mouth later, while 
still on 
tbe 
honeymoon, the young 


couple visited Honolulu. After a few 
days' enjoy men t of the life and sights 
of the capital of the Sandwich Islands, 
the husband, at that time a roan of 
tweuty-flve years of age, failed to re- 
turn to the hotel for dinner The anx- 
ious wife waited and waited, and ttnal- 
ly called In the assistance of the Ha- 
waiian police, but he had disappeared 
as completely as though the earth 
iiad opened and engulfed him. 


The young woman cabled to her rela- 


tives in British Columbia, and her 
fajher proceeded to her 
assistance. 


Father and daughter remained two 
months in-Honolulu, and then, as there 
were still no tidings of the missing 
man. they returned home. 


His parents were wealthy, and en- 


gaged the services of a woll known 
American detective agency, urging that 
no expense should be spared to get at 


who were in waiting, having eluded 
the guards In the darkness.

A STAMPEDE OF CAVALRY. 
A stampede among cavalry horses Is 


always a troublesome thing, and may 
easily become a terrible one. The re- 
cent stampede of one thousand horses 
near Southampton, England, was sin- 
gularly exciting, and bad serious re- 
sults. 
Several soldiers were danger- 


ously trampled, and two hussar regi- 
ments were rendered unfit to partici- 
pate in the Essex maneuvres, and had 
to be sent back to Aldershot, where, 
too, a whole train-load of wounded 
horses were dispatched for surgical 
treatment. 


The stampede began at two In the 


morning. A horse, plunging about In 
the horse lines, was thrown and broke 
its leg, and an officer shot It where it 
lay. The sudden flash and report so 
terrified the neighboring animals that 
they broke loose, pulled up the pegs to 
which they were tethered, and stam- 
peded more and more of the other 
horses as the sound of their thunder- 
ing hoofs and excited nelghings rang 
through the camp. Straight through 
the tents of the sleeping troopers they 
charged, overturning and trampling 
everything before them, while the iron 
shod picket-pegs, swinging free at the 
end of their loose ropes as they ran, 
cruelly wounded many, and goaded the 
horde to madness.' • 


From Baddesley Common, where the 


camp was, they dashed away in droves 
of fifties and hundreds in all directions. 
One great squadron galloped wildly 
through the streets of Southampton, 
and brought the sleeping citizens half- 
clad to their doors and 
windows. 


Through the ancient Bargate the 
horses dashed. 
Many were crushed 


against the masonry of the narrow 
passage: others met death by crashing 
into trolley poles, against walls, or Into 
a trench where the road was under re- 
pair.

CLEANING FEATHERS. 


Many feathers beside those of geese 


and ducks can be made available by 
the farm family, if properly deodor- 
ized and cared for. The old plan was 
to bake them, but a thrifty sister 
sends me the following: "Every time 
you kill a chicken, try this: The fowl 
should be a grown one, with few or 
no pin feathers. 
Pick dry, if you 


choose, or scald before picking. Save 
all fine, soft, quilless feathers; or, if 
you choose, strip the quills and throw 
the bony part away. Scald the feath- 
ers, and let cool enough to wash them 
well with the bands; wash until clean, 
if it takes a dozen waters; tben pour on 
boiling water again, and let stand un- 
til cool enough to wring out by band, 
wringing and squeezing them as dry 
as possible; then, if the sun is shining 
(and I hope it is), put them out, thinly 
spread, to dry on any clean place; if 
the sun is not shining, put them into a 
large dripping pan, a panful at a time, 
and dry in a quite hot oven (being 
watchful so they will not scorch or 
burn, as this ruins them), stirring very 
often. After they are all washed and 
dried, put them in a stout bag and 
beat them well, so as to make them 
fluffy. If they are cleaned thoroughly, 
in this manner, using a good soap suds 
to clean them, and rinsing them thor- 
oughly, all substance tending to de- 
composition will be eradicated, and

. . 


The king commands me, however, to 
say that you are authorized to make it 
known 'privately,' and in any way that 
you think best, and that you are au- 
thorized to state that total abstainers 
can always drink bis health in some 
nonalcoholic drink to hia entire satis- 
faction. 


"October 17, 1902." 
Navy teetotalers have been aware of 


this gracious expression of opinion on 
the part of hia majesty for the last 
three years.

caught between hla heartfelt loyalty 
and the aanctlty of his temperance 
pledge.

ony of Motokai, in the Pa 
clflc Ocean, be Is lost to 
the worlt1; there is no cure 
no return, except in the 


rare case of an escape, an almost Im- 
possible perfoiniiiuce. 


It has, nevertheless, happened and 


that •^ithia the pnst three months. 
The facts re\e«l trngedy and pathos 
transcending fiction, and would scarce- 
ly be believed If it were not vouched 
for by the best authority. For reasons 
that will readily be appreciated, it is 
undesirable to mention tbe name of the 
gentleman who through bis brother's 
help lias just succeeded In retmnlng 
to freedom, if not happiness. 


He is a Xtonadlan, and was married 


In January, 1800. A mouth later, while 
still on 
tbe 
honeymoon, the young 


couple visited Honolulu. After n few 
days' enjoyment of the life and sights 
of the capital of the Sandwich Islands, 
the husband, at that time a roan of 
twenty-five years of age, failed to re- 
turn to the hotel for dinner 
The nn.\- 


ious wife waited and waited, and final. 
Iy called In the assistance of the Ha- 
waiian police, but he bad disappeared 
as completely as thousrh the earth 
liad opened and engulfed him. 


Tbe young woman cabled to her rela- 


tives in British Columbia, and her 
fajher proceeded to her 
assistance. 


Father and daughter remained two 
mouths in-Honolulu, and then, as there 
were still no tidings of the missing 
man. they returned home. 


His parents were wealthy, and en- 


gaged the services of n woll known 
American detective agency, urging that 
no expense should be spared to get at 
tbe facts of the disappearance. 
A. com- 


petent man was sent to Honolulu, and 
after six weeks' patient investigation 
he discovered wlmt had happened. 


It sepuia that shortly after lunch on 


tbe day he disappeared he told bis 
wife that he was going to the bank to 
draw some money, and then he would 
go to the club for an hour or so and 
return in time to take her for a drive 
before dinner. Immediately offer leav- 
ing the bank. Where he bad drawn 
$500, lie waa arrested by four men, and, 
utter being placed In a carriage, was 
driven to the house of- a native official 
doctor. Here, after the most cursory 
examination, be was declared to have 
leprosy, and when the necessary papers 
bad been signed he was drugged. 


It is easier to imagine than to de- 


scribe what bis feelings were when 
fee awoke to consciousness and found 
jblmself tying in the hold of a little 
vessel bourid .lie knew not whither. 
'Although the island is less than forty 
milesi from. "Honolulu, morning had 
dawned before Molokai was reached. 
On arrival he was left to take his place 
In the company of over a thousand 
lepera. 
It was in vain that he pro- 


tested, demanded bis instant release, 
and refused to believe it possible that 
be was a prisoner there for life. 


When the report was made to the 


parents by the detective agency they 
did all in their power to obtain their 
son's release, but In vain. Years went 
by 
The distracted wife died of n 


•broken heart. Later his mother died, 
and some months afterward his father 
likewise. 


Fortunately for tbe lonely sufferer, 


fee possessed a brother a ypar younger 
than himself, who decided to spare 
neither himself nor his fortune Iti ef- 
forts at rescue. 
i It was not found difficult to charter a 
vessel that would carry off the man If 
lie could reach it, but the difficulty was 
to enter into any communication with 
tbe people on the island, so that co- 
< 


operation 
could 
be hnd from thnt 


•ource. A man was finally found who 
possessed a skin disease that might in 
^Appearance be mistaken for a form of 
leprosy. This man was poor, out of 
iwork, and with a family to provide 
Jfor. 
He agreed for £2000 to be paid 


-*• his wife to risk his liberty and life 
He was taken to Honolulu and accused 
-«of being a leper. The doctor who e"t- 
cmined him had grave doubts, but the 
mi*n's statement that his father had 
•contracted leprosy in n mild form In 
India before bis mnrrlnge; also, that 
tfrter in life the disease became worse, 
and he died a loathsome object to look 
upon, removed them, and he signed 
itbe necessary papers, as he could con- 
ceive no reason wby n mnn should 
Toluntarilydcslre to proceed to Molokai 
•a a resident. 


Ells arrival there brought tbe first 


ray of hope into the life of the man 
•who for fifteen years and six months 
bad borne and endured such as few 
men have bad to do in the history of 
'the world. The two men were not long 
In meeting, and the plot for escape 
jwas unfolded. 


It was four nights later thnt a good- 


•taed schooner yacht, which had been 
lurking off the Island out of sight all 
day. drew gradually closer, and by 10 
O'clock was within 100 yards of a part 
of tbe shore least likely to be patrolled 
by the guards. No Mgbts were shown. 
but occasionally small pieces of wood 
s were thrown overboard coated with 


luminous paint. As the current was 
drifting shoreward, they were thrown 
on the beacb In a short space of time. 
Suddenly to tbe watchers of those on 
board two pieces we«& raised in the air 
•nd held in that position. Immediately 
« boat with muffled oars made for tbe 
•bore «r* took, on board the. two men 


•who were in waiting, bavlng eluded 
tbe guards In the darkness. 


Two weeks later tbe yacht arrived at 


Vancouver, and the brothers were re- 
united; Doctors who have examined 
tbe older say there is not tbe slightest 
trace of leprosy about him. Tbe mys- 
tery is who caused bis abduction?— 
London Standard. 


A STAMPEDE OF CAVALRY. 
A stampede among cavalry horses Is 


always a troublesome thing, and may 
easily become a terrible one. The re- 
cent stampede of one thousand horses 
near Southampton, England, was sin- 
gularly exciting, and bad serious re- 
sults. 
Several soldiers* were danger- 


ously trampled, and two hussar regi- 
ments were rendered unfit to particl 
pate in the Essex maneuvres, and bad 
to be sent back to Aldershot, where, 
too, a whole train-load of wounded 
horsi>s were dispatched for surgical 
treatment. 


The stampede began at two in the 


morning. A horse, plunging about in 
the horse lines, was thrown and broke 
Its leg, and an officer shot It where 1t 
lay. The sudden flash and report so 
terrified the neighboring animals that 
they broke loose, pulled up the pegs to 
which they were tethered, and stam- 
peded more and more of the other 
horses ns the sound of their thunder- 
ing hoofs and excited nelgblngs rang 
through the camp. Straight through 
the tents of the sleeping troopers they 
charged, overturning and trampling 
everything before them, while the Iron 
shod picket-pegs, swinging free at the 
end of their loose ropes as they ran, 
cruelly wounded many, and goaded the 
horde to madness.' • 


From Baddesley Common, where the 


camp was, they dashed away In droves 
of fifties and hundreds in all directions. 
One great squadron galloped wildly 
through the streets of Southampton, 
and brought the sleeping citizens half- 
clad to their doors and 
windows. 


Through the ancient Bargate the 
horses dashed. 
Many were crushed 


against the masonry of the narrow 
passage: others met death by crashing 
Into trolley poles, against walls, or into 
a trench where the road was under re- 
pair. But tbe greater number kept on 
unhurt till they reached the- harbor, 
and, never halting "in their terror, 
plunged straight into its waters. Many 
were drowned; many others were res- 
cued by men who put out in hosts 
and tounded them up as they swam, 
driving them ashore as soon ns other 
men had broken down the steep 'land- 
ing-stages enough to permit them, to 
sriamble up. 
'ibe next day se.ircb parties of troop, 


ers went horse-hunting over a radius 
of twenty miles. 
They brought In 


their mounts from field, farm and for- 
est by ones and twos and dozens- 
limping, weary, sorely battered beasts. 
Many could not be brought iu; they 
were found dead or hopelessly hurt by 
tbe roadside. 


Some five years ago an American 


cavalry camp near San Antonio, Texas, 
met with an experience similar to this, 
although less disastrous. More than 
eight hundred horses, led by a beauti- 
ful, wild dun mare, broke from their 
corral at Fort Sam Houston. 
Part 


were trained mounts, part unbroken 
cow ponies. As they dashed across the 
parade ground a bugle call rang out 
from the officers' quarters, and the 
trained chargers slackened their pace 
immediately. Again the bugle sound- 
ed; the wild mare and a third of her 
followers kept on; the other two-thirds 
turned squarely at right angles 
The 


bugle sounded once more—"Columns 
right!" and they turned sUIl again at 
right angles, and galloped back in the 
direction whence they had come. At 
another call the gallop slackened and 
fell to a trot. A last time it rang out 
—"Halt!" and the riderless squadron, 
panting and trembling yet, but obedl- 


nt to the summons they knew, halted 


and stood still. 


As for the wild horses that kept on 


through tbe olty of San Antonio, they 
killed no one, for a wonder, but the 
property loss was great, and the trail 
of the stampede was as plain as the 
path of a cyclone.—Youth's Companion. 


WOLVES TREED A HUNTER. 
Edouard Leduc, shantyman, who lias 


iust returned from Des Joachims, had 
a narrow escape from falling the vic- 
tim of n pack of wolves. 


The shanty to which Leduc was at- 


iached Is located ten miles north of 
Des Joachims, and he went out one 
day recently to shoot partridges. About 
sundown he started bacjf for camp 
again, when he heard the patter and 
saw the forms of four-footed beasts 
all around him. 


Leduc's gun was a light weapon of 


one barrel, and he took to a tall tree 
n preference to risking the continu- 
ance of his journey. 
There he re- 


mained all night, and for hours, he 
says, could 
see the 
giay shadows 


stealthily moving about, their green 
eyes flashing. Once or twice be fired 
at some of the pack who ventured 
nearer than the others. Just before 
tbe day broke the animals disappeared, 
and he, hungry aud stiff, climbed do^sn 
from his perch.—Ottawa (Canada) Cor- 
respondence In Toronto Globe.

THE WASHDAY. 


It seems odd that m&st women 


choose Monday as washday, when 
Tuesday is preferable, from the fact 
that It gives the housewife a whole day 
to sort out the laundry, to remove 
stains that would become set In wash- 
ing, and to mend and darn any rents 
and holes in linen* and stockings. 


TO HEIGHTEN GILT FRAMES. 
Take sufficient flour of sulphur to 


give a golden tinge to one -and one- 
half pints of water anc1 in tnls boll 
four or five bruised onions. Strain oft' 
the liquid, and with it, when cold, 
wash, with a soft brush, any gliding 
which requires restoring; and when 
dry it will shine as bright as new. 


USEFUL. UTENSILS. 


Some simple utensils, which are al 


ways useful in any family, are marble 
slabs for pastry, sink strainers, salad 
washers, dish drainers, tiny pastry 
brushes, egg pcnchers, cake and pie 
tins with bottoms on sides, that can 
be removed, of all of which there are 
endless numbers of styles and sizes. 


SCISSORS IN THE KITCHEN. 
A kitchen convenience which is not 


present in every household is a pair 
of sharp scissors. Scissors are used to 
trim lampwicks—which is a wrong— 
and to cut papers and string; but sel- 
dom for trimming bacon and ham 
rinds, skinning parts of fowls which 
need skinning, and trimming salads. 
These are proper uses for scissors, and 
the use of them saves much labor. 


SOILED BOBBINET CURTAINS. 
Soiled bobblnet curtains do not need 


to go into the washtub if the dirt on 
them is only the accumulation of every 
day grime. Corn meal cleanses them 
without half the bother of washing 
and ironing. Place the half of a cur- 
tain in a large paper bag, sprinkle n 
pint of the meal through it, then shako 
the bag in every direction hard for ten 
minutes. Then beat out the meal and 
bang the curtain in the air. It the 
curtain does not look a good color after 
one bath of meal, give it a second. 
Curtains treated in this way do not 
coarsen and mill up as when they are 
wet. 


CLEANING FEATHERS. 


Many feathers beside those of geese 


and ducks can be made available by 
the farm family, if properly deodor- 
ized and cared for. The old plan was 
to bake them, but a thrifty sister 
sends me the following: "Every time 
you kill a chicken, try this: The fowl 
should be a grown one, with few or 
no pin feathers. 
Pick dry, if you 


choose, or scald before picking. Save 
all fine, soft, qullless feathers; or, if 
you choose, strip the quills and throw 
the bony part away. Scald the feath- 
ers, and let cool enough to wash them 
well with the bands; wash until clean, 
if it takes a dozen waters; then pour on 
boiling water again, and let stand un- 
til cool enough to wring out by hand, 
wringing and squeezing them as dry 
as possible; then, If the sun is shining 
(and I hope it is), put them out, thinly 
spread, to dry on any clean place; if 
the sun is not shining, put them into a 
large dripping pan, a panful at a time, 
and dry in a quite hot oven (being 
watchful so they will not scorch or 
burn, as this ruins them), stirring very 
often. After they are all washed and 
dried, put them in a stout bag and 
3eat them well, so as to make them 
fluffy. If they are cleaned thoroughly, 
in this manner, using a good soap suds 
to clean them, and rinsing them thor- 
oughly, all substance tending to de- 
composition will be eradicated, and 
the leathers will smell tweet and 
clean. 


Maple Sugar Rolls—Make a crust by 


mixing two cups of flour, one-half tea- 
spoonful of salt, two teaspoonfuls of 
making powder, three tablespoonfuls of 
iutter and a cup of milk. Roll to* an 
Inch in thickness, spread with butter, 
then cover with a mixture made of 
chopped citron, chopped walnuts and 
a cup of maple sugar. Roll up jelly- 
roll fashion, cut into inch, slices and 
lake in a moderate oven. 


Orange Cream Pie—First cut two 


oranges Into thin slices and sprinkle 
hlckly with sugar, allowing them to 
stand for three or four hoursv Make 
a rich, flaky pie-crust and line a deep 
pie-pan with it, and after baking set 
away to become cold. Now place a 
ayer of the sliced oranges over the 
bottom, cover -with, thick whipped 
cream in which a little gelatine has 
been dissolved and a little sugar added, 
then another layer of oranges, and so 
on' with the whipped cream on top. 
This makes a delicious dessert. 


Veal Loaf—This is a savory dish at 


picnics and simple Country suppers. 
Mince three pounds of raw, lean veal 
and a quarter of a pound of the best 
fat pork. Sprinkle through the meat 
half an onion, grated fine, halt' a tea- 
spoonful of powdered thyme, & scant 
saltspoonful cf powdered sweet mar- 
joram, the game amount of Hummer 
savory, one tablespoonful of salt and 
half a teaspoonful of pepper. When 
the meat is minced and the seasoning 
added, mix in about two-thirds of a 
cup of cracker crumbs, half, a cup of 
veal gravy, tbe yolk of an egg and the 
whites of two eggs w«U beaten to- 
gether

Some 
of their questions, aside from an ap- 
pearance of impertinence, may be very 
embarrassing, and even lead to very 
mortifying results. 
Do not allow the 


children to climb over or "loll" on the 
visitor; or to pick and handle the 
clothing of your guest. In some fam- 
ilies, these attentions from the chil- 
dren are so disagreeable as to cause 
much discomfort, and often drive away 
your most valued friend. 


Do not make the wonderful smart- 


ness of your children too much the 
subject of your discourse with your 
friends, for some people may like to 
discuss other matters; they may even 
have smart children of their own.
